TO EX-AUSTRIAN CONSUL 


Dr. Goricar Says He Quit 


Austrian Service Because 
of Plots—Austrian Embas- 
sy Issues Statement Deny- 
ing Charges. 


Washington, November 12.—Publish- 
ed charges, attributed to Dr. Joseph 
Goricar, former Austro-Hungarian 
consul at San Francisco. that Aus- 
trian consuls in the United States, 
working under the direction of Con- 
sul General von Nuber and Count von 
Bernstorff, the German ambassador, are 
active in propaganda for destruction 
of munitions factories and fomenting 


: strikes among the workers, will be re- 


ferred by the state department to the 
department of justice for investiga- 
tion. 

The Austrian embassy here de- 
nounced Goricar’s published statement 
as untrue and announced it would try 
to find some way to prosecute him. 
Goricar, the embassy said, left his 
post on leave and failed to return.

Declined te Act as Spy- 
Goricar is accredited with making 
the statement that he resigned after 
fifteen years in the Austrian~ consular 
servite because he decitned to perform 
the work of a spy. He charges that 


while consul at San Francisco, Com- 
mander Maximilian Burstyn, the Aus- 
trian naval attache in Washington, or- 
deréd him to gather plans of the forti- 
fications of San Francisco harbor and 
along the Pacific coast and to get ¢s- 
pecially details of the works at Brem- 
erton navy yard. When he. refused, 
Goricar is accredited with saying. he 
was transferred to Berlin where, after 
five months, he was ordered to Vienna, 
which he feared to do because of his 
pro-Slavic affiliations, so he fied to 
Rome, where he resigned last Decem- 
ber. * 

Goricar’s story contends that the 
German ambassador, working with Von 
Nuber, is in touch with the Austrian 
consuls at Cleveland, St. Louis, Pitts- 
burg, St. Paul, Chicago and Philaedel- 
phia, who spread propaganda among 
the foreign workers in: the munitions 
factories, and such activity, Goricar al- 
leges, extends even to controlling the 
foreigners through fraternal and secret 
organizations. 


Austrian Statement. 


The Austro-Hungarian embassy is- 
sued the following statement: 

“Ex-Consul Dr. Goricar, formerly at 
San Francisco, has been on leave of ab- 
sence since the time of the outbreak 
of the war and has been temporarily 
attached for a time to the Austro-Hun- 
garian consulate general in Berlin, 
Germany. There, very soon afterward, 
he obtained knowledge that the Aus- 
tro-Hungarian authoritiés had reecived 
information about his secret connec- 
tions with the enemies of Austria-Hun- 
gary and evidently fearing detection 
he suddenly left his post without per- 
mission and disappeared. Later on it 
was learned that he had gone to Italy 
and was staying in Rome, from where 
he tendered his resignation, thereby 
preventing his dismissal. 

“While he was in Rome it was ascer- 
tained that he was in close relation 
with Russian and Serbian agents, obvi- 
ously with the purpose of going to the 
United States to use his knowledge of 
the centers of the Slavic immigration 
coming from the monarchy in the ser- 
vice of the Pan-Slavic propaganda and 
with the intent of disseminating dis- 
loyalty among our immigrants against 
their country of birth. 

“Acts ef Treason.” 

“The Austro-Hungarian embassy has 
been informed that quite a number of 
southern Slavs from the monarchy have 
been enlisted by the agents of the al- 
lies and have left this country to fight 
against the Austro-Hungarian army. It 
is very probable that Dr. Goricar’s sub- 
versive activity contributed to the very 
regrettable acts of treason which, cer- 
tainly without changing the outcome 
of the war, will be of the gravest con- 
sequence for those who may be made 
prisoners of war. ’ 

“The Austro-Hungarian embassy was 
informed several months ago of Dr. 
Goricar’s agitatory propaganda; carried 
on in this country, but it has refrain- 
ed until now from taking counter 
measures, being aware of the disgrace 
brought about by the fact that a former 
consular officer has broken the faith 
and allegiance to his fatherland. 

“In view, however, of his, statements 
to the press, which contain‘ the stron- 


tatives of Austria-Hungary; 
bassy must emphatically declare 
accusations as false and abso 
baseless. Otherwise,

ARTILLERY BUSY’

Paris, November 12.—A spirited bom- 
bardment has continued in the sector 
of Loos, both sides taking part, ac- 
cording to the French war office today.

The text follows: 

“There was an active bombardment 
yesterday in which both sides took part, 
in the sectors of Loos and of the Foose 
Calonne.

LITTLE DOING, 


GERMANS REPORT. 

Berlin, Nov. 13.—(Via London.)—The 
text of the statément given out today 
by the German army headquarters fol- 
lows: 

“In the western theater: Two Eng- 
lish aeroplanes were shot down in an 
aerial duel.

When Ninigino-mikoto, the grandson 
of the Sun Goddess, Amaterasu Omi- 
kami, founder of the Japanese im- 
perial dynasty, descended from the 
heavenly domain, as it ie traditionally 
told, to Mount Takachiho, in Kyushu, 
and established imperial headquarters 
there, he sowed the seeds of rice plants 
and presented the first crop to the Sun 
Goddess before himself tasting the 
food. This was the very beginning of 
the Daijosai festival. 

Onee Land of Sacred Rice. 


‘ Rice constitutes the most important 


daily food of the Japanese people, and 
the land was, in the mythological 
period, called the Land of Sacred Rice. 
Since that time the ceremony is ob- 
served as an essential function by 
every ruler who succeeds to the throne. 
The rite was ordained by an imperial 
edict issued by Emperor Mutsuhito in 
1871, three years after his late majes- 


ty’s succession. 

The central idea is that the new em- 
peror, invested with the suzerainty of 
the Land of the Sacred Rice, offers to 
the imperial ancestors and the gods 
and goddesses of heaven and earth the 
first crop of the first harvest in his 
reign. It is, therefore, observed as a 
state ceremony and not as a court 
ceremony. 

’ Related to it is a ceremony of minor 
importance, which is annnally held in 
the imperial court on November 23 and 
simultaneously at the grand shrines at 
Ise. It is called the harvest festival. 
As the rice on which 60,000,000 of the 
subjects of the imperial house sustain 
their lives had been granted by the 
imperial ancestor, as related above, 
every sovereign of the land expresses 
his thanks’ for the benevolence of the 
imperial ancestor in behalf of his mil- 
lions of subjects. 

For Plenitude of Harvest. 
To pray for the plenitude of harvest 
the emperor holds a ceremony on Feb- 
ruary 17 every year before the im- 
perial sanctuary and the grand ances- 
tral shrines, beseeching an abundance 
during the coming harvest. The cere- 
mony and the harvest festival are 
widely observed in every Shinto shrine 
through the length and breadth of the 
empire on the same day, which is pre- 
served as a national holiduy. 
.Today’s ceremony was preparatory 
to the grand harvest festival, which 
takes place tomorrow. 
It is called the “Chinkon-sal.” Its 
purport is prayer for the longevity of

It was purely a religious func- 
tion and was officiated by the court 
ritualists and attended by the chief of- 
ficials of the coronation committee. 
The emperor and crown prince did not 
participate. 

The halls had been previously puri- 
fied. After the spirits of several gods 
had been called to the sanctuary, the 
musicians played sacred Shinto miusic 
on harp and flute with an occasional 
accompaniment of sacred bells. Next 
a sword, a bow, an arrow, a Dell, a 


eocoon, a roll of raw silk cloth and a 


roll of hemp cloth and then some food 
offerings were presented before the 
altar, the musicians all the while play- 
ing Shinto music, ' 


Chief Ritualist Reads Shinto Prayer. 


The chief ritualist then, ascending the 
stand in front of the altar, read a 
Shinto prayer for the perpetuity of the 
imperial reign, the longevity of the 
emperor, the empress and the crown 
prince and the prosperity of the im- 
perial house. Presently wére brought 
into the hall a strip Of the cloth used 
in the emperor’s robe and a tablet rep- 
resenting his majesty. These were 
placed in a sacred case. The ritualists 
clapped their hands eight times and the 
curtains around the stand were drop- 
ped. Then the ritualists performed the 
ceremony of making Knots with 
threads, each making ten knots. One 
of them struck the sacred case ten 
times with a sword, and, taking out 
the tablet, put it back in the box in 
which it had been brought in. The 
curtains around the stand were then 
removed and a ritualist, taking out the 
imperiol cloth from the box, shook it 
before the sacred presence of the gods 
ten times, and then returned it to its 

x, The \imperial cloth and the tab- 
let were then removed. The cloth and 
tablets of the empress and crown prince 
were given the same religious treat- 
ment. 

Subsequently and finally a brief cere- 
mony was performed for the happy de- 
parture of the spirits of the gods. 


The ceremony was held ; 


Despite the American Note, 
Says The Spectator—Note 
Called Harsh. 


London, November 12.—*"The Ameri- 
Can note causes us little concern as 
Englishmen,” says The Spectator, com- 
menting on the recent note of the 
United States to Great Britain relative 
to interference with American trade. 


“Its harsh and unsympathetic tone will 
not make us relax in the slightest de- 
gree the grip on the throat of Ger- 
many which our sea power gives us. 
We shali answer the note litely and 
in a much more human spirit than that 
which inspires its words, but we shall 
answer it firmly. at we «ust do 
whatever the consequences, but there 
will be no consequences.” 

The Spectator believes the majority 
of Americans would not tolerate see- 
ing Great Britain being stabbed in the 
back. It does not lieve President 
Wilson will mix the problems of mu- 
nitions and contraband and it refuses 
to regard América as a purely foreign 
country. The weekly continues: 

“When history comes to be writ- 
ten Americans of the future will feel 
anything but pride when they remem- 
ber the official action of America dur- 
ing the great war. They will note 
how, first, it considered maintaining 
a rigid neutrality on the moral issue 
—the brutalizing of Belgium as Col- 
onel Roosevelt called it; further, how 
the Washington government bore the 
outrages committed on American sub- 
jects.like the sinking of the Lusitania, 
until the efficiency of the British navy 
had abated the underwater menace, 
and again when in the supreme moment 
of England’s agony they thought they 
had found certain technical infringe- 
ments of their rights they vehemently 
pushed their paper case.’ 

The Spectator says the British have 
not torpedoed American ships nor have 
they killed American citizens. The 
British embassy has not been the cen- 
ter of plots and conspiracies, yet when 
the whole tone of the notes toward 
Great Britain and Germany is consid- 
ered it is much less friendly toward 
Great Britain. 

Referring to the sinking of the Ital- 
ian steamship Ancona The Spectator 
says that unless the championship 
which the executive has assumed re- 
fers to goods only and does not cover 
human beings it ventures to suggest 


ons and possessing such competent 
knowledge, allowed fifteen months 
elapse without serious measures 
against British encroachments. 

“The United States,” continues The 
Volkszeitung, “did not even need to 
rattle the sword: A mere embargo 
upon the export of a few articles such 
as ie copper, meat and cotton, 
would instantly have brought Great 
Britain to terms and established Ameri- 
can rights. Germany has often ¢om- 
plained that the United States had con- 
tinued to submit to Great Britain's 
violations of the law which had done 
America itself great damage, yet which 
could so casity have been ended, and 
that by submitting to them America 
failed to preserve the neutrality which 
she owed to all parties concerned.

Dr. Bernhard Dernberg discussing in 
The Tageblatt the American note to 
Great Britain, says the note prepares 
the way for securing the freedom of 
the seas and thereby opens a new era 
of discussion with Great Britain, the 
result of which will undoubtedly be fa- 
vorable to the right. 

As to whether the United States in- 
tends to see that its demands are sat- 
isfied, Dr. Dernburg says that the 
United States diplomatic history gives 
assurance that it will do so under all 
circumstances.

Those medical colleges depending too long 
upon traditional methods, and resenting 
modern research work as an intrusion, have 
been forced to wake up to the new life in 
State boards of medical 
examination require that certificates for 
application to practice come from colleges 
meeting not only the highest educational, 
but the highest ethical,,standards. 

For too many years credulous humanity 
suffered from the product of the merely 
money-making college. “For a stipulated 
amount certain colleges admitted students, 
assured them .a diploma at the end of a 
course of study, and without conscience 
turned out hundreds of graduates with the 
degree of “doctor,” who easily bought the 
license to practice, regardless of their merit. 

The youth of the surrounding rural com- 
munities flocked to the city or town medical 
school, and without even the preliminary 
training of a good common school entered 
the so-called college and completed their 
course in less time than it requires to take 
what is called the pre-medical. academic 
course necessary now before entering the 
standard medical college. 

In these and kindred abuses the reor- 
ganized system took their first remedial 
step in the “entrance examination” to col- 
lege. In this the applicant must make good 
in scholarship no matter what his ambition 
is, the influence brought to bear in his be- 
half, or his personal qualification. 

On the other hand, the certificate of grad- 
uation from the standard medical college 


must carry’ not’only a satisfactory record in / 


scholarship, but a record of applied knowl- 
edge, personal initiative and character force 
—these last qualifications deemed essential 
in the equipment of the man who is to per- 
form the highest offices to humanity. 

The colleges of lesser quality are ceasing 
to exist, or, have been absorbed. by those of 
higher ‘standard, and though there are fewer 
institutions now for the medical training of 
men than there were fifteen years ago, there 
is an increased efficiency in the medical 
graduates “of today, which proves strongly 
the new life:in our system of medical train- 
ing. ae 

The public welfare is obviously the bet- 
“It is certainly better to have a 
hundred well-trained graduates from mod- 
ern high-grade medical schools than a thou- 
sand from old-time variety of run-for-profit 
institutions,” observes The Journal of the 
American Medical Association, which says 


further: 


“There is no danger that there will be 
a dearth of physicians. The annual 
number of graduates ts still nearly 
double the loss of physicians by death; 
and even if it were less than the annual 
loss, it ‘would be many years before a 
dearth would result because of the seri- 
ously overcrowded conditions of the pro- 
fession. ‘There is now one physician to 
from 600 to 650 people, as compared with 
one to from 1,500 to 2,500 in the Jeading 
nations in Europe. Wven with this amaz- 
ing contrast, we have not ineluded in the 
‘figures,for this country the hordes of so- 
called “drugless. practitioners.’ ") . im

The Tifton Gazette takes the position 
that the natural routing of travel from the 
west to Florida is through Tifton and Val- 
dosta to Jacksonville instead of by what it 
calls the cul-de-sac via Tallahassee as 
designated as part of the Dixie highway 
route.

The fifth annual Georgia corn show, 
which is to be held this year under the 


auspices of the Southeastern Fair association 


at Lakewood, will bring to Atlanta more 
Georgia Corn club boys and Canning club 
girls than eyer before in the history of this 
movement.

TWO LEGISLATORS ARE OFI LRED 
TO EUROPE AS PEACEMAKERS 

Peace advocates elsewhere may have 
highly meritorious systems, but Judge Stark 
thinks that Jane Addams should come to At- 
lanta if she really wants to devise methods 
for bringing peace to Europe. 

For fear that friends of peace may over- 
look the offerings of Atlanta, Judge Stark 
has assumed responsibility for bringing 
about the close of the war, and has selected 
for the task of turning the swords into plow- 
shares two members of the house who he 
believes are capable of dealing with the 
situation across the pond. 

Naming two of the representatives of the 
peace party to accomplish the feat which he 
has arranged for them, Judge Stark feels 
that his work is done and looks for an early 
announcement of the terms upon which the 
Wartare was brought to a close. 

Following was the privilege resolution of- 
fered by Judge W. W. Stark, of Jackson, 
and unanimously adopted by the house: : 

“In view of the distinguished services 
rendered to the cause of universal peace by 
the gentleman, Judge. Hopkins of Thomas, 
oad the gentleman, Mr. Blackburn of Ful-

“Resolved, by the house, That they be 
sent to Europe upon the adjournment of 
this extra session, or earlier, to settle the 
differences among the netiongs now at war,” 

Speaking for himself and his colleague, 
Mr. Blackburn thanked the author of the 
resolvtion for the signal honor coyferred up- 
on him and express his gratitade for the 
support it received. e added that the honor 
was unusually great in that it was bestowed 
by the finest house of representatives in the 
United States and the greatest body which 
has ever represented Georgia. 


WANTS NAME OF THE NATION 
AND SOME OFFICERS CHANGED 
Marvin Fauzdik, of Kalamazoo, Mich., is 
not altogether satisfied with the present 
methods of government, and he has given 
Governor Harris a number of suggestions 
for the improvement of conditions. In a 
communication to the chief executive he 
asks for the latter’s support in what proba- 
bly will be a country-wide movement to 
change the name of the nation and the title 
of certain of its officers, together with cer- 
tain alterations in the language of the people. 
He goes into the matter at some length and 
leaves no point untouched. As received by 


the governor of Georgia, the Kalamazoo 
man’s ideas are as follows: 


The Senate. 


“The constitution of the United States 
ought to be changed go that a part of the 
senators would be appointed. A good plan 
would be to require the president, with the 
consent of the senate, to appoint twenty- 
four persons to be senators. he appointed 
senators could be called fed-i-cums. The 
fedicums vould hold office for life. When a 
fedicum died another person would be ap- 
pointed. Every ex-president would be a 
fedicum. We would still have the same num- 
ber of elected senators that we have now. 
The fedicums would attend the sessions of 
the senate, except when kept away by other 
business. 

“The fedicums would meet in council on 
the second Mondays in January, February, 
March, April, May, June and July, and on 
other days when necessary. The fedicums 
would study duties on imports, internal rev- 
enue, plans for improving the army, plans 
for improving the navy, immigration, and 
treaties with other nations. e fedicums 
would become experts, and their advice 
would be useful. The councils of the fedi- 
cums could be attended by the president and 
the members of his cabinet.”

Council's committee, now investigat- 
ing charges of friction said to exist be- 
tween Chief Probation Officer Coogler 
and Recorder Johnson, last night, after 
its meéting at police station, started 
a move to prohibit the police board 
from taking any steps toward the re- 
moval of the probation officer until 
council's probe is completed. 

A member of the committee an- 
nounced that an ordinance would be 
introduced in council on Monday pre- 
venting the police commissioners from 
taking such steps. 

Recorder Johnson was the first wit- 
ness called by the board. He admitted 
that there was, no,friction or feeling 
between himself and the chief of the 
probation department. 

Meade Makes Probe. 


He stated he had sent his’ clerk, 
Judge James W. Meade, into the pro- 
bation department to go over the rec- 
ords, and declared that his clerk had 
found it impossible to audit them. 
When asked by Alderman Maddox, 
chairman of the probe committee, if 
his clerk was an expert accountant, the 
recorder replied that he was. 

Police Commissioner Andy King was 
questioned at length as to why the 
police board had appointed persons out- 
side of the commission to investigate 
Officer Coogler. 

“By what right did your board ap- 
point a committee consisting of the 
recorder and the police chief?” he ask- 
ed. “Why did the police commission 
at last Tuesday night’s meeting grant 
the recorder permission to select an- 
other man for Officer Coogler’s posi- 
tion with the assurance that they would 
put him in immediately if the recorder 
s0 desired?” 

Commissioner King said: 

“The police board Tuesday night ap- 
pointed another committee, when. the 
recorder asked that the records of Of- 
ficer Coogler’s department be examined, 
consisting of myself and Commissioner 
Vernoy and Secretary W. T. Morris. We 
have been looking over Officer Coog- 
ler’s books and find that he has a day 
entry out of which we cannot make 
heads or tails. We cannot tell if all 
the money collected under class B pro- 
bation from husbands has been aid 
out to their wives unless we called in 
every old probationer. Officer Coog- 
ler ought to have a ledger to which he 
should have transferred his daily en- 
tries.” 

Judge Johnson stated that his main 
objection was not to Probation Officer 
Cooglier, but to the system of. proba- 
tion, which was inaugurated during 
Judge Broyles’ long term as recorder.

State Their Grievance. 


Under-Probation Officers Hollings- 
worth and Hewell, who had requested 
that they be taken out of this depart- 
ment, were also examined at length. 

Officer Hollingsworth testified that 
he objected to being forced to lead re- 
ligious services at the Christian Help- 
ers’ league, a drunkard'’s home where, 
by an ordinance of city council, Coog- 
ler was allowed to send confirmed 
drunkards until Recorder Johnson ob- 
jected. The witness said that it re- 
quired that he work over eight hours 
a day, which is the specified time for 
a police officer. 

Stficer Hewell testified that friction 
had existed between himself and Of- 
ficer Coogler, which began last Feb- 
ruary when Probation Officer Coogler 
tried to put in a supernumerary police- 
man, he said, to do his work in the 
office when he had gone home sick. He 
admitted that Officer Coogler, though, 
only wanted a man to temporarily fill 
his vacancy. He admitted that there 
had not been any friction while Broyles 
was recorder. 

It was discovered that these officers 
were receiving, in the case of Officer 
Hollingsworth, $85 a month, and Officer 
Hewell $70 a month, as salaries, while 
the ordinance creating their positions 
specified that they should receive sal- 
aries of only $65 a month. 

Commissioner Andy King explained 
this to the c@mmittee by saying that 
these men had been elected as members 
of the police force by the police board, 
and that, accordingly, their salaries 
had increased from year to year. 

City Attorney Mayson, who attend- 
ed the meeting, was asked for a rul- 
ing on this point. He declared that 
the assistants in the probation depart- 
ment had been illegally paid more than 
$65 a month, and ruled that where an 
ordinance stipulated the amount of a 
city employee’s salary, he. could not 
rightfully receive more pay.

AFTERNOON _._.. 
SESSION. 


Immediately after the afternoon ses- 


sion convened the chair entertained the 


motion of Mr. Blackburn, of Fulton, 
providing that when adjournment was 
taken the house should stand adjourn- 
ed until 10 o’clock Monday -morning 
instead of 11 o’clock. The motion car- 
ried, and the debate of the prohibi- 
tion measures was started immedi- 


tely. 

Judge Stark was the first speaker 
recognized and it was in the course 
of his remarks on the prohibition 
rmeasures that he took occasion to at- 
tack the sale of coca-cola in the state 
of Georgia with the statement that it 
is more harmful than beer and has 
caused more nervous wrecks than in- 
toxicants. 

Judge Stark said the law would pro- 
hibit the sale of grape juice in that it 
expressly provides against the sale 
of imitations of wine. Grape juice 
clearly comes under this head, the 
speaker remarked,.in that it is being 
used throughout the country as a sub- 
stitute for wine. 

In his arraignment of coca-cola, 
Judge Stark quoted a physician to the 
effect that the beverage is more harm- 
ful than beer, and declared that the 
purpose of banishing beer from the 
state is to provide for a wider sale of 
a more harmful soft drink. Coca-cola 
is a curse to the state of Georgia, the 
speaker said, and more money is spent 
for the drink than is expended for meat 
and bread. 

Mr. Nunn declared that the bill would 
not dffect the sale of grape juice, de- 
claring that it is pmOt a substitute for 
wine or other intoxicants. He said that 
wine is made from the juice of grapes, 
although grape juice is never manu- 
factured from wine. 


BALE 


EXPLAINS. 


Mr. Bale, of Floyd, advocating the 
enforcement of the present laws rather 
than the enactment of new ones, began 
his remarks with a word of privilege in 
which he branded an interview printed 
in The Atlanta Constitution and The 
Macon Telegraph as unqualifiedly false. 
The interview charged that his local 
ovtica bill was inspired by the liquor 
ijterests and the speaker declared that 
such a statement had no element of 
truth in it. The speaker said that the 
proposed drastic measures do not rep- 
resent the will of the people of Geor- 
gia, and declared that were those laws 
which are on the statute books en- 
forced there would be no necessity for 
taking up the time of the legislature 
with the passage of new bilis. The 
speaker declared that the bill under 
consideration expressly forbids the 
sale of grape juice and called attention 
to’ the fact. that under its provisions 
it will be illegal for the churches to 
administer the sacrament of the Lord’s 
supper. 

r. Davidson, of Putnam, declared 
that the proposed measure contains 
many unconstitutional points, and once 
a court.goes over the bill, he said, 
“vou will not know this bill.” He ex- 
pressed disapproval of the  dtlatory 
tactics employed at the present session 
of the legislature and declared that 
Georgia should not go to a “backwoods 
state like Alabama to get its prohibi- 
tion laws.” 

Mr. Knight, of Berrien, spoke _ in 
favor of the drastic prohibdition meas- 
ure and declared that the people of 
Georgia expect the general assembly to 
give them better laws. He pleaded 
with the representatives to give their 
poet gph to iy hao legislation which 
will enable them to return. to their 
homes and tell their constituents that 
they have done their work well.
